AIL-THROUGH SCHOOL BID 
FOR COUNTY'S POLICE HQ 

POLICE ANDCRIMECOMMISSIONEROUTLINES PROJECT FORSITE 


The Wootton Hall police 
headquarters in Northamp¬ 
ton could be converted into 
a school by September 2016, 
Police and Crime Commission¬ 
er Adam Simmonds has said. 
At an event launching the idea 
of the ‘Wootton Park School’, 
Mr Simmonds said a bid for a 
new “all-through” school for 
pupils aged from four to 18 
was going to be made to the 
Department for Education 
next month. 

If successful, Mr Sim¬ 
monds said it was hoped the 
school, which would provide 
space for abut 1,000 pupils, 
could open on the Wootton 
Hall site ready for the start of 
the 2016/17. 

Mr Simmonds said there 
was “no guarantee” the school 
would be built there as it could 
go “anywhere in the town” but 
he said he was committed to 
the concept of the school. 

The PCC also said the 
school plan was not depend¬ 


ent on his re-election in 2016. 

Mr Simmonds said: “For 
me this idea started with a Vic¬ 
tor Hugo quote “if you open a 
school you close a prison. As 
PCC I thought about what that 
would mean.” 

The plans announced last 
Friday revealed that pupils 
would enjoy connections to 
the “blue-light” services. 

Pupils would also have the 
opportunity to serve as police 
and fire cadets and be given 
the chance to have work ex¬ 
perience with the police, fire 
service and Office of the Police 
and Crime Commissioner. 

Pupils will also get the 
chance to study criminal sci¬ 
ence and learn strategies for 
preventing crime. 

The school day would be 
slightly longer than most state 
schools with extra curricular 
clubs running until 4.30pm on 
certain days. 

The curriculum will be 
based on the Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity International Curricu¬ 


lum and Examination system. 

Conservative MP for North¬ 
ampton South, Brian Binley, 
who is one of the trustees of 
the school trust, said the new 
school would provide an excit¬ 
ing alternative for children in 
Northampton. 

He said: “We hope to cre¬ 
ate pupils who are thoughtful, 
lawful, disciplined, commu¬ 
nity minded, respectful and 
embracing of diversity and 
aware of the often complex 
ethical and moral conflicts 
in our communities and the 
wider inter-connected world 
around them.” 

But a former police offic¬ 
er Justin Brown, who has set 
up a website to challenge Ad¬ 
am Simmonds, said: “I’m not 
against the idea of new schools 
but I am against the seemingly 
unethical process behind the 
establishment and proposal of 
Wootton Park School. 

“I’m deeply suspicious of 
the plans and the people it 
will benefit.”

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Daniel goes from 
crime to counselling 



Helping hands Daniel Fortune and Lara Flynn are setting up Helping Hands 
Together - an ‘intervention’ based couselling charity aimed at helping peo¬ 
ple steer away from crime, drugs and self-harm. 


'How I turned my life around’ 


A once homeless Northamp¬ 
ton man has turned a life of 
crime around to set up a char¬ 
ity aimed at helping others 
avoid the mistakes he made. 

Two years ago, 21-year-old 
Daniel Fortune found himself 
on the brink of prison having 
received a 12-month suspend¬ 
ed sentence. 

He was hanging round 
with ‘the wrong crowd’, he 
said, stealing and vandalising 
around London where he grew 
up. But by the age of 19, his par¬ 
ents had had enough and told 
him to leave the family home. 

Now living at the Mayday 
Trust in Northampton, foot- 
ball-loving Daniel is setting 
up Helping Hands Together, 
a volunteer-led charity aimed 
at giving one-to-one advice to 
people who are heading to¬ 
wards a life of crime, self harm 
and drugs, from the people 
who have been there. 

He said: “This is basically 
for people who feel they have 
got nowhere to go. 

“If you have enough deter¬ 
mination and willpower, with 
the right people around you, 
there is always a way to turn 
things around.” 

Daniel and his girlfriend, 
Lara Flynn, 23, of Milton 
Keynes, have set up www. 
facebook.com/HelpingHands 
TogetherUK, for people to get 
in touch with them. It already 
has 195 ‘likes’. 

Daniel, who played foot¬ 
ball for England in the Home¬ 
less World Cup, is only taking 
on volunteers who have first¬ 
hand experience of the sub¬ 
ject they are helping a person 
with. “Often with support 
groups the person they are 
speaking to hasn’t gone 
through the same experienc-

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Mother terrified by 
spider infestation 


A mother of two small chil¬ 
dren has said she is scared to 
use her own garden after she 
found her street infested with 
“aggressive” spiders. 

Kayleigh Jacques, who lives 
in Saltwell Square, in Ecton 
Brook, with her daughters 
Morgan, aged six, and Geor¬ 
gia, three, first saw a tube 
web spider outside her house 
last summer. 

She got rid of it and thought 
nothing of it until she recently 
found two more living in a hole 
in her outdoor wall, and one 
was carrying an egg sac. 

A concerned Ms Jacques 
yesterday walked around 
Ecton Brook and noticed 
evidence of the spiders’ dis¬ 
tinctive tube-shaped web in 
cavities in many houses. 

She said: “The street is 
completely infested. 

“About 90 per cent of 
the houses here are council 
owned but when I tried con¬ 
tacting Northampton Bor¬ 
ough they didn’t want to know

and just told me to call pest 
control. 

“But they basically laughed 
at me and told me there would 
be no point coming to get rid 
of them from my house if 
they were in other houses 
as well.” 


The pest control also re¬ 
portedly told her that, due to 
funding cuts, they now only 
went out to houses who call 
about rats. 

Ms Jacques said: “Every¬ 
one has been fobbing me off 
because the spiders are not 
known to be fatally venom¬ 
ous, but they are aggressive 
and have a painful bite. 

“I haven’t slept in two days 
worrying about them getting 
inside the house. 

“I think it’s ridiculous that 
I am paying rent to live in a 
house I am scared to use and 
no-one will do anything.” 

At a loss, Ms Kayleigh called 
the Natural History Museum 
who confirmed the spiders 
were rarely deadly but will 
quickly bite when provoked. 

They said that they can be 
got rid of by spraying the nest 
and egg-carrying spiders with 
wasp killer. 

The tube web spider is rec¬ 
ognised by its web and bright 
green fangs. It can grow up to 
2cm long.

Brave mums take stories to the stage

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A&E boss lands new role on Scottish isle 



Moving on: Department consultant Piers Massey is leaving Northampton and moving to the Isle of Mull 


An emergency department 
consultant, who has steered 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital through its busiest-ever 
days, has left for a job on the 
quieter Isle of Mull. 

Piers Massey, who had worked 
at NGH for almost 20 years, 
leaves at a time when it is 
getting busier by the month, 
largely due to more patients 
coming through the doors of 
A&E. 

But despite an admittedly 
huge workload, Mr Massey 
said he left with sadness. 

He said: “The clinical team 
in A&E is an awesome team. 

“I do literally stand there 
and think I am absolutely 
blessed to work with the best 
team around. 

“Everybody works their 
socks off. 

“Every day they work so 
hard at getting people better, 
at saving lives and improving 
care within the department. 

“They operate under a re¬ 
lentless workload, but they 
put a smile on people’s faces, 
they crack on and they deliver 
the highest standard of care 
possible at that time.” 

Mr Massey’s role at NGH 


was one he described as “the 
ultimate odd-job man”. 

It saw him work clinically, 
directly with patients, as well 
as training and educating hos¬ 
pital staff, making him a famil¬ 
iar face to thousands of staff 
and patients. 

Statistics show that his job 
had become far busier in re¬ 
cent years. 

Latest figures, for the third 
week of March, showed 162 
people had to wait more than 
four hours in NGH’s A&E unit 
before being admitted or dis¬ 
charged. 

More than 110 patients 
waited on a trolley for between 
four and 12 hours. 

And ambulance crews 
queuing to offload patients for 
more than half-an-hour num¬ 
bered 107, although this was 
down from the peak in Febru¬ 
ary figure of more than 200. 

Mr Massey said he and his 
family made ajoint decision to 
move to the Isle of Mull. 

During the winter months 
he will train hospital staff in 
various locations in Scotland, 
like he did at NGH. 

During the busy summer 
and autumn months, when 
the island is boosted by tour¬ 


ism, he will be the lead cli¬ 
nician across several A&E 
departments in the area. 


He said: “I don’t particu¬ 
larly want to leave to be hon¬ 
est. As I said, I adore the staff 


here, but I want to try some¬ 
thing different before I’m too 
old and can’t face too much 


change. It’s all about time and 
when these opportunities 
come up.”

Every time Lewis or Nico win 
a grand prix, their car is being 
helped by something that also 
aids the latest RAV4 as it trun¬ 
dles along the motorway.

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Emotional return for Kelvin 


Skipper back in action to give boost to Cobblers’ battle 


FOOTBALL 


Skipper Kelvin Langmead ad¬ 
mits he did not know whether 
to laugh or cry at the recep¬ 
tion he received from the Cob¬ 
blers supporters at Sixfields 
on Saturday. 

A year of injury hell came 
to an end for Langmead when 
he replaced Chris Hackett 77 
minutes into the crucial 1-0 
win over Burton Albion, and 
every Cobblers fan inside the 
ground got to their feet to give 
the player a rapturous wel¬ 
come. 

Langmead had already re¬ 
ceived a couple of standing 
ovations simply for warming 
up on the touchline in front of 
the west stand, and the former 
Shrewsbury Town man admit¬ 
ted the warmth of the recep¬ 
tion he receivedhad left him 
emotional. 

“I don’t know whether to 
laugh or cry about it to be hon¬ 
est,” said an emotional Lang¬ 
mead, who hadn’t played for 
the club since coming on as a 
late substitute in the play-off 
semi-final second-leg at Chel¬ 
tenham on May 5 last year. 

“The reception I got from 
the fans was fantastic, and I 
can’t thank them enough for 
that. I have been up therewith 
them in the stands, watching 
the games, and I have under¬ 
stood the struggles and the 
way the season has gone for 
this football club. 

“So I kind of empathise 


with them a bit more now. 

“But playing again is some¬ 
thing I have been dreaming 
about for a long time.” 

It has been a long, hard 
road back for Langmead, who 
has undergone two operations 
on the knee he initially dam¬ 
aged during the Cobblers’ 1-0 
win over Oxford United back 
on March 23 last year. 

And the player admitted he 
‘was not out of the woods yet’ 
with regards to a knee that he 
accepts will never be 100 per 
cent healed. 

“The way my injury is, it 
is always going to need to be 
managed,” said Langmead, 
who is the club’s current play¬ 
er of the year. 

“I now understand it a lot 
more, with what I am dealing 
with and what I can and can’t 
do. It is hard, because I am one 
of those players that doesn’t 
like to miss training, I want to 
do everything. 

“But there are certain 
things that I am not going to 
be able to do, and every now 
and then I might need an ex¬ 
tra day off just to let the knee 
settle down. 

“It is just one of those inju¬ 
ries, unfortunately. 

“It is never going to be 100 
per cent, but I was out there 
on Saturday and I didn’t feel it 
at all, which is what I was hop¬ 
ing for.” 

Cobblers’ win against Bur¬ 
ton kept them in the survival 
battle ahead of the Good Fri¬ 
day clash at relegation rivals, 
Wycombe Wanderers (3pm). 



‘Criminal’ if Saints fail to win atrophy now 


TOM WOOD says it would 
‘criminal’ if Saints do not win 
a trophy this season. 

The England flanker skip¬ 
pered the side that lost 28-24 
at Saracens last Sunday. 

That defeat left Saints just 
three points ahead of third- 
placed Leicester Tigers in 
the pursuit of a home play-off 
semi-final.

And Wood is determined 
his side, who also have an Am¬ 
lin Challenge Cup semi-final 
against Harlequins to look for¬ 
ward to next week, do not let a 
good season slip away. 

“We’ve spoken about it 
and we know it’s in our own 
hands,” said the 27-year-old. 


“We’ve had a brilliant eight 
months or so, been there or 
thereabouts for a long time, 
had a huge unbeaten run and 
it would be criminal for us to 
tail off at this stage of the sea¬ 
son and not get something for 
our efforts. 

“We’re still in two compe¬ 
titions, there’s plenty of rug¬ 
by left to play and we’ve got to 


have a real focus in the next 
six weeks or so to make sure 
people have not seen the best 
of us yet.” 

Saints host loth-placed 
London Irish on East¬ 
er Sunday, with the visi¬ 
tors seemingly having 
little to play for as they are 
safe from the threat of relega¬ 
tion. 


But Wood is refusing to 
take them lightly and has 
urged caution in the Saints 
camp: “They’ve got very little 
to play for but you don’t ex¬ 
pect professional players to 
give you a freebie. 

“It’s important we start the 
game well, build a score and 
do all the things we’d usually 
try to do. 


“Then, hopefully, when 
momentum drains from 
them, it will be a chance to re¬ 
ally kick on. 

“But if you allow them to 
get into the game they’re still 
a talented team, professional 
people and they will turn up 
and give it a crack, like we’d 
expect our team to do every 
week.”
